In fact it has alway s been his inten­ 
tion to liv e and die in v irtuous pov ­ 
erty 
until 
Thomas 
P. 
Littlepage 
showed him the other day how he 
could acquire fabulous wealth with­ 
in a few y ears 
and 
Mr. 
Watson 
thought that since it was all so easy 
he would try being a Croesus for 
awhile. 
He is now looking as one 
of Indiana’s leading men of wealth. 
He is ex pecting an inquiry at any 
time for an estimate of his fortune 
for the leading financial directories 
but like other men 
of 
large 
and 
promising holdings it will be difficult 
for him to reduce his prospects to 
cold figures. 
Mr. Watson’s sudden leap into af­ 
fluence occurred the other afternoon 
just after Mr. Littlepage had used 
sev eral large sheets of paper in prov ­ 
ing to him, by a series of the most 
marv elous 
mathematical 
calcula­ 
tions, how 
much money 
is to be 
made out of locust trees. Mr. Little­ 
page, who is an ex pert on trees and 
mighty handy with figures, showed 
bey ond the slightest shadow of con­ 
trov ersy that the man who puts his 
trust in locust trees as an av enue to 
fortune, can nev er go astray . 
Mr. Watson was v ery much im­ 
pressed and the upshot was that he 
purchased of Mr. Littlepage a half 
interest in a locust farm of sev enty 
acres near Gentry v ille, Ind. 
Former 
Senator Hemenway owns the other 
half interest in the farm. 
The largest locust grov e in Indi­ 
ana is located on this farm. 
It con­ 
sists of 126 ,000 trees, v ary ing from 
one to three y ears of age. All are in 
a thriv ing condition. 
As a result of 
Mr. Watson’s first incursion into the 
realm of real estate ownership, he 
becomes the owner of 6 3,000 locust 
trees. 
He makes no pretension of 
>eing a high financier, but he say s he 
can see v isions of fabulous wealth 
coming his way as soon as the locust 
rees are large enough to be sold 
‘or railroad ties and fence posts. 
The farm is located in the new oil 
>elt and speculators hav e been try -

7 00.000 acres o f agricultural and graz­ 
ing lands in the no rthwest, with the 
o pening o f to day ’s mail by J ames W. 
Witten, go v ernment superintendent o f 
land o pening in this place. 
The go v ernment o ffers to settlers 
three Indian reserv atio ns—that o f the 
Co eur d’Alene Indians in no rthern 
Idaho , that o f the Spo kanes in Wash­ 
ingto n and that o f the Flatheads in 
Mo ntana. 
Registratio n begins to day 
and will co ntinue until Aug. 5. 
All 
who desire to register fo r these lands 
must go in perso n to the registratio n 
po ints at Kalispell o r Misso ula, Mo nt.. 
to register fo r Flathead lands, to this 
city to register fo r Co eur d’Alene lands 
and to Spo kane to register fo r Spo kane 
lands. 
Applicatio ns by mail will be 
receiv ed cnly at Co eur d’Alene, where 
J udge Witten will co nduct the lo ttery 
fo r the cho ice o f lands beginning o n 
the mo rning o f Aug. 9. 
Applicatio ns, 
wfiich may be swo rn to befo re a no tary 
public, must be sent to J udge Witten 
by o rdinary mail, no t by registered 
mail, and the env elo pes must bear no 
distinguishing marks, such as return 
cards o r addresses o f senders. 
Special Priv ilege o f Veterans. 
So ldiers and sailo rs o f the civ il war, 
Spanish war and Philippine insurrec­ 
tio n o r their wido ws o r children may 
register thro ugh agents. 
This means 
that the v eterans o r their heirs do no t 
hav e to co me to the no rthwest to regis­ 
ter. 
Abo ut 3,7 5 0 farms will be o pened fo r 
settlement. 
Fo r sev eral mo nths the 
land o ffice has been receiv ing fro m 800 
to 1,000 letters a day fro m pro spectiv e 
settlers inquiring as to the co nditio ns 
go v erning the lo ttery . 
Only 3.000 o r 
4 .000 peo ple can ho pe to receiv e the 
prizes. 
It must be understo o d that the lands 
are no t to be giv en away , but must 
be paid fo r within fiv e y ears o n terms 
fix ed by the go v ernment, at the rate o f 
fro m $1.25 to $7 per acre. 
The farms 
to be so ld measure 16 0 acres each. 
There are co nditio ns o f settlement, 
etc., to be met by the purchasers. 
The principal cro ps pro duced o n 
these Indian lands are wheat, o ats and 
hay , but much o f the so il has also 
pro v ed itself to be admirably adapted 
to the cultiv atio n o f po tato es, sugar 
beets and o ther ro o t cro ps, also tree 
and Vine fruits.

Sho rt, ‘‘if y o u ev er attempted to sell 
this girl into ‘white slav ery ’; if y o u 
ev er abused o r assaulted her in the

‘‘No , sir,” replied Miss Barrette, 
tears streaming do wn her face. “ It is 
all a falseho o d fro m the beginning to 
the end.” 
Much to the surprise o f the specta­ 
to rs, who ex pected to see this wo man 
put thro ugh the greatest o rdeal o f her 
life, P. H. O’Do nnell, co unsel fo r the 
defense, ex cused Miss Barrette with­

Astro no mer Denies He Seeks Co mmu­ 
nicatio n With Mars. 
A special dispatch from Amherst, 
Mass.,

Professor 
David

Todd, the astron omer, as say in g re­ 
gardin g his proposed ascen t by balloon 
to very high altitudes: 
“The n ewspapers are wron g in say ­ 
in g that the object of this trip is to 
establish commun ication w ith Mars. 
“W hat would y ou say if I told y ou 
th at I have grave doubts whether 
there are an y human bein gs on Mars 
With w hom I or an y on e else can hold 
commun ication of an y kin d? 
“I am con fiden t of reachin g 25,000 
feet. T hat is as high as I n eed go to 
establish my theory about con den sed 
air, but if all is workin g well w’hen we 
reach th at height I'll con tin ue to as­ 
cen d. The record ascen sion was made 
in 18 62 by Glashier in an open basket, 
36,000 feet. 
“Now, if this balloon voy age estab­ 
lishes the correctn ess of my theory 
th at a man can live in air pumped 
from an altitude of 23,000 feet or 
ftiore an d compressed so that it ex erts 
a pressure of fifteen poun ds to the 
sq uare in ch then I will immediately 
try to push to completion my project 
o f buildin g an astron omical observa­ 
tory on the summ it of Moun t Chim­ 
borazo.” 
Moun t Chimborazo is on e of the 
highest peaks in the An des in Ecua­ 
dor. 
It is 21,420 feet above the sea 
level. 
It is perpetually covered with 
sn ow an d ice. 
The atmosphere is so 
rarefied th at human bein gs can n ot 
breathe in it an d live.

Berlin , July 15.—Retirin g from of­ 
fice, Prin ce Von Buelow, chan cellor of 
the empire, has been succeeded by 
Dr. Von Bethman n -Hollweg. 
The lat­ 
ter was succeeded by H err Delbrueck 
as m in ister of the in terior an d vice 
chan cellor; H err Sy dow, secretary of 
the imperial treasury , has been ap­ 
poin ted to the departm en t of com­ 
merce, while 
H err W ermuth, un der 
secretary for the in terior, Is the n ew 
secretary of the treasury . 
H err Von 
Trott Zu Solz, presiden t of the prov­ 
in ce of Bran den burg, succeeds Ludwig 
Holle, Prussian m in ister of public in ­ 
struction , who has retired owin g to ill 
health. 
Various other min or chan ges 
have been made after con feren ces 
which the em peror' had with his min ­ 
isterial advisors. 
The emperor, departin g from all 
court tradition s, tran sacted the busi­ 
n ess pertain in g to the chan ge of chan ­ 
cellors with the broadest publicity dur­ 
in g three hours for all Berlin to see. 
His m ajesty received Prin ce Von Bue­ 
low an d later Dr. Von Bethmajn n -Hoil- 
weg, upon a small garden terrace be j 
tween the palace an d an arm of the 
Spree, in view of a great crowd of 
spectators who had gathered on Elec­ 
tors bridge, some fifty or six ty y ards 
away , an d in Burgstrasse, on the other 
side of the n arrow stream. 
The em peror presen ted the retirin g 
chan cellor with the order of the Black 
Eagle, set in diamon ds, an d with it a 
cordial letter, which he published in 
the official gazette, ex pressin g his maj­ 
esty ’s reluctan ce in partin g with his 
chan cellor, an d subscribin g himself. 
“Your grateful sovereign .” The politi­ 
cal aspects of the chan ge are import­ 
an t. 
Prin ce Von Buelow is the first 
German chan cellor who has been com­ 
pelled to leave office because o f an ad­ 
verse parliam en tary majo rity . Capri- 
vi fell, it is true, partly on accoun t of 
Con servative opin ion , but no t through 
direct parliamentary defeat. 
The chan ge is regarded by the Lib­ 
erals as a lo ng step to ward ministerial 
respo nsibility to the reichstag. It was 
bro ught abo ut, o ddly eno ugh, by the 
Co nserv atiy es and Clericals, parties 
o ppo sed in principle to an abso lute 
parliamentary sy stem. They are in co ­ 
o peratio n with eighteen Po lish mem­ 
bers who se po licy is o ppo sitio n to all 
go v ernments, and were able to defeat 
Chancello r Vo n Buelo w’s finance meas­ 
ure by eight v o tes. 
The chancello r 
co uld hav e remained In o ffice had he 
accepted the co alitio n's finance bill, 
with the direct legacy duties elimin­ 
ated, but he cho ee rather to retire.

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Goldsmith Claims Dead Artist’s 
Spirit Obsesses Him. 
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In a long report Professor James H. 
Hyslop, president of the American So­ 
ciety For Psychical Research, gives an 
account of the obsession of Frederic L. 
Thompson, a goldsmith, by the spirit of 
Robert Swain Gifford, an artist. Mr. 
Thompson has been obliged to give up 
his own trade and devote himself to 
painting the same scenes as the dead 
artist and on different occasions has 
heard words which seemed to proceed 
from the artist’s spirit and the music 
it loved, though no one was near to 
produce it. 
According to Professor Hyslop, Mr. 
Thompson’s acquaintance with Mr. 
Gifford was only slight, and he knew 
practically nothing of art outside of 
his own trade. 
In the summer of 1905 Mr. Thomp­ 
son was first seized with the desire 
to paint in oils. As he gave way to 
the impulse he lost his interest in his 
own line of work and showed unex­ 
pected skill as an artist. As he worked 
he felt that he was Mr. Gifford and 
remarked to his wife, “Gilford wants 
to sketch,” but it was not till six 
months later as he saw the notice of 
an exhibition in the American Art gal­ 
leries of tho work of “the late Robert 
Swain Gifford” that he discovered that 
the artist had died about six months 
before he first felt driven to the brush. 
As Mr. Thompson went through the 
Gifford exhibition he seemed to hear, 
according to Professor Hyslop, a voice 
saying: “You see w hat'I have done. 
Can you not take up and finish my 
work?” 
From this time on the Im­ 
pulse to paint was stronger than ever, 
and by the following year he had pro­ 
duced several paintings of sufficient 
merit to command a fair price. One 
of his patrons was James B. Town­ 
send, who remarked as he examined 
the picture that it resembled those of 
Mr. Gifford. 
Mr. Thompson came to Professor 
Hyslop in January, 1907, as he feared 
that his mind was giving way through 
the strength of the obsession, and Pro­ 
fessor Hyslop gives details of his vis­ 
its to mediiuns, who had no idea who 
he was. In the following summer he 
handed to Professor Hyslop some 
sketches which he had made in the 
summer and fall of 1905. 
Professor 
Hyslop locked them up. 
Then Mr. Thompson went to the 
summer home of Mr. Gifford at Non- 
quitt, Mass., which, he said, he had 
never visited before. 
His object was 
to discover certain scenes which had 
appeared to him repeatedly in his vi­ 
sions. 
While he was there Mrs. Gif­ 
ford took him into the studio of the 
dead artist. 
“To his surprise,” says Professor 
Hyslop, “he saw on the easel an unfin­ 
ished sketch which was absolutely 
identical with one of the sketches 
which he had left in my hands more 
than a month before. He said in his 
diary it almost took his breath away 
to see the identity between this paint­ 
ing and his visions and sketches. 
There were two other pictures on 
easels 
which 
were 
identical 
with 
sketches he had made, but had not 
been left with me.” 
Mrs. Gifford bore witness that to 
make this coincidence the more strik­ 
ing the picture had been rolled up and 
put away till after Mr. Gifford’s death, 
so that Mr. Thompson had no oppor­ 
tunity to see it. 
Mr. Thompson pursued his search 
for the places he saw in his visions 
and discovered that Mr. Gifford had 
been particularly fond of an island 
which is private property and only vis­ 
ited after a permit has been obtained, 
On this island Mr. Thompson came 
across a peculiar group of trees which 
had become familiar to him through 
his visions. 
“He stumbled upon them.” writes 
Professor Hyslop, “in his wanderings 
about this island and storied to sketch 
them, when he heard a voice similar 
to the one he had heard at the art gal­ 
lery and which said. ‘Go and look on 
the other side of the tree.’ 
Though 
some sixty feet away, he went for­ 
ward. aud on the opposite side of the 
tree he found the initials of Mr. Gif­ 
ford carved in the bark of a beech 
tree in 1902.” 
Other cases of identity between 
sketches made after his visions and 
the actual scenes he found are men­ 
tioned by Professor Hyslop. 
“There 
was one of a forest rather dense, which 
Mr. Thompson sketched from a hallu­ 
cination and then found the original 
on another easel, though he did not 
recognize it at the time, having for­ 
gotten that he had sketched it.” 
Mr, Thompson had other interesting 
experiences on this island, which he 
set down at the time in his diary. He 
often heard music like that of a violin 
or a guitar, says Professor Hyslop. 
and hunted to see if he could find who 
the performer was. 
But there ap­ 
peared to be no one there except two 
or three families of caretakers. 
The music was heard in different 
places and at different times, “and 
once,” says Professor Hyslop, “Mr. 
Thompson ran up a hill to see If he 
could find some one whom he fancied 
he heard singing, but found no one. 
and he had several miles of view be­ 
fore him that was clear. Usually the 
music that he heard was instrumental. 
Mr. Gilford was very fond of music.”
